Through a report 
of an engineer furnished Councilman 
Jackson, cha!r:nan of 
the 
Council 
committee on wharves and water 
front, it is intimated that there is a 
"joker" In the franchise granted the 
Western Pacific whereby the city will 
b deprived of direct access 
to 
its 
strip of water front between the West- 
ern Pacific's proposed terminus and 
the Southern Pacific holdings to the 
north. 
The report made by the engineer, 
personally employed by 
Councilman 
Jackson, goes ti show that the prox- 
imity of the "Western Pacific's 
pro- 
posed pier to that of the Southern 
Pacific leaves but' a small" space for 
ships to enter docks the city might 
erect upon its property, providing a 
rock wall Is builded through the sub- 
merged lands in the direction of th? 
Western Pacific's fairway to prevent 
shoaling of the sands carried to that 
point by the curvents on the north. 
The engineer h olds that such a sea- 
wall is necessary to keep the city's 
holdings in proper shape "for deep 
water vessels.

Cinching Coal Consumers. 


The closing of the Lawson mine in Washington by the Pacific 


Coast Compan> —a daily producer of 400 tons of coal — on the ground 
that the coal rmrket is overstocked, is inconsistent with the facts if 
market prices of coal a*e any guide to its conditions and they cer- 
ti.nl> are as a rule. Coal is selling to the consumer m this State 
(and' it is to be presumed that it is selling elsewhere on the coast 
under similar conditions) at famine rates. If the coal market were 
overstocked there would bfp an immediate drop in prices. Inasmuch 
as the company practically controls the Pacific Coast coal supply, the 
shutting down of the Lawson mine, one of the largest producers, is 
probably done n order to sustain famine prices. Last summer the 
company annouiced there would be a shortage in the coal supply this 
winter and it added $1 per ton to the market price delivered at the 
bunkers. The cDmpany appears to have a cinch on consumers and it 
has no scruple^, about tightening it at its own pleasure regardless 
of the suffering its greed occasions.

To Hasten Harbor Improvement. 


The preliminaries have been taken for additional improvements 


to Oakland harbor on broader lines than ever before adopted, accord- 
Ing to a Washington dispatch 
Authority has been given to the 


chief of the United States army engineers to advertise for bids. On 
July 1, 1907, there was an unexpended balance of previous appro- 
priations of $!£> 3,588. A subsequent act authorizes the Secretary of 
War, under whose jurisdiction all harbor improvements are placed, 
to enter into contracts for further harbor improvement not to exceed 
$300,000. This makes available $453,538 in hand for these harbor 
contracts. The chief engineer estimates that an appropriation of 
$946000 will complete the existing project 
The contract which is 


now being executed calls for the dredging of a channel three hundred 
feet in width and twenty-five feet in depth at low water as far east 
as Fallen street, which .will probably be completed in three months. 


The plans which had been formed and were in effect at the time 


the later Oakland harbor improvement contracts were awarded pro- 
vided for a much shallower channel east of Fallen street and around 
the pierhead line of Brooklyn basin 
Oakland's commerce has, how- 


ever, since grovvn so rapidly, and to such an unexpected degree, that 
tt demands a 'natenal revision of these and all former 
plans of 


harbor improvement, for the admission of vessels of larger tonnage 
and greater draft from San Francisco b.iy to all parts of the pierhead 
line 
The dee jest water in any part of the channel from the en- 


trance of the harbor to Fallen street, in the project as adopted to 
date, is tv\ent>-five feet at low water, and its greatest width is three 
hundred feet. This will not admit th« largest type of ocean-going 
steam and sail vessels now entering San Francisco bay with full 
cargoes Senator Perkins recognizes the conditions existing here and 
the new deiru ids which are being made by commerce for its imme- 
diate accommodations. He, therefore, intends to introduce at once 
a resolution at thorizing a survey of the harbor to widen the channel 
from seven hundred to eight hundred feet in width and excavate it to 
an extreme depth of thirty feet in the main part of the harbor, and 
from five hundred to seven hundred feet in width at an extreme depth 
of from twenty-five to thirty feet at the pierhead line of Brooklyn 
basin, or the dredging of the basin throughout to a uniform depth of 
from twenty-f ve to thirty feet. The resolution ought to be adopted. 
It is what Oakland needs. It is what commerce needs in San Fran- 
cisco bay at the earliest possible moment that Congress can give it. 
It is, in fact, the only solution to a gieat commercial problem that 
has recently presented itself and the only place on San Francisco 
bav where Arrencan commerce with the Orient can be accommodated 
at the least exoense and with the least loss of time- The observations 
made by the Umled States Board of Engineers having in charge the 
improvement of rivers and harbors who recently made an inspection 
of Oakland hrr'bor led them to express their astonishment at the 
capacity and nossibihties of this harbor and the report of the board 
will doubtless confirm the conclusions on which the Senator's resolu- 
tion is based .tnd induce its members tD recommend the carrying oul 
of the purposes of the resolution, which is timely and to the point.

in Chicago than anywhere else be- 
cause of his long connection with Ed- 
ward Corrlgan, which covered prac- 
tically the entire period *of racing ac- 
tivity in this citj. 


He started in life as a butcher in 


St. Louis with two brothers, Coley and 
Alec Ullman, but deserted that busl- 
noss early to become a bookmaker. 
Ha was a contemporary of Leo Mayer 
and George Wheelock in the 
slate 


writing profession. 


Ullman became associated yith Cor- 


rigan first in the days of the old West 
Side race track before the days of 
Garfleld Park racing. 
Afterward he 


went to Hawthorne along with Cor- 
rigan in 1890, and his business was the 
operation of the foreign book, which 
waa reputed to have won over ?600,-/ 
000 in six months. 


With the close of the Hawthorne 


track in the war with Garfleld Park, 
Ullman engaged m the poolroom busi- 
ness. 
After the resumption of Chi- 


cago racing- in the '90s Ullman's as- 
sociation with 
Corrigan 
continued 


without interruption until all racing 
finally was stopped in Cook county 
Then he went East, and at one time 
attempted to' establish another Monte 
Carlo on "No Man's Land," an island 
in Chesapeake Bay. 


Later on, in company with Barney 


("Kid") Wilier, Ullman ran the fam- 
ous book at the Saratoga track which 
•Bras known as "the Big Store," where 
bets as large as $100 000 were 
ac- 


cepted without hesitation. 


A year ago last winter Ullman. fin- 


anced the San Carlo Grand 
Opero 


Company, of which Miss Alice Nell- 
son, now singing In this city, was a 
star. 
While conducting this 
enter- 


prise, In which he lost money, on ths 
Paqiflc coast, Ullman had his flrst at- 
tack of temporary insanity, and was 
placed in a Los Angeles sanitarium. 


During his confinement there 
he 


was reported to have won a lot of 
money in Wall street through plunges 
made against the advice of friends 
and which he afterwards claimed to 
have no recollection of having made. 
His health continued to fall from that 
time.

NEW YORK, Jan. 23. — Thurlow Weed Barnes, grandson of Thurlow Weea, tes- 


tified before Justice Davis and a jury In the Supreme Court yesterday in a suit for 
$900.000 which he brought against the American-China Development Company allfl 
its successor, the Chinese Railway Syndicate, composed of such prominent Ana*, 
ciers as August Belmont, Jacob H. Schlif, Lev! P. Morton and other million- 
aires. Barnes said the value of his services in procuring the coal concessions for 
the company along the lino of the Peking -Hankow Railway in 1898 was 
5750,000 
and that he was entitled to f.160,000 for other services. 


Barnes testified that he procured the concessions through Wu Ting- Fang while 


that dignitary represented the Chinese Government as Ambassador at Washing- 
ton. 
He read many letters from Wu Ting Fang to prove that the concessions 


were procured by him individually and n ot through others. Barnes told of a llvo- 
hour interview he had with the Embassador in Washington at the outset of the 
negotiations. The testimony showed that Wu Ting Fang had been a bargainer.
